_of the plan and *in this firs* part 
(of the program have been listed a 
i'dozen or more desirable featrres.

Two of these are 
funds for needed construction, and the third is merely an 
of opinion of the motorist as to whether the major traffic plan sug- 
gested by the Lose Angeles Traffic Committee shall be made the basis

of future development. 

Deaths at railroad crosgings 
have been assuming  startiing 
proportions and the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors has 
taken the preliminary step to re- 
duce this ghastly toll by placing 
on the ballot a bond issue for 
35,000,000. This is to establish a 
fund from which the county may 
be able to pay its just share of 
grade-crossing elimination. This 
movement is sponsored by the Los 


tee, the Automobile 
Southern California, the

bers of commerce, and other civic 
organizations. If two-thirds or 
more of the voters favor 
it means that definite steps will 
be taken at on to separate the 
most dangerous 
Los Angeles county. 
The motoring public also has 
deep interest in the city measure 
that. will appear on the baliot, 
which provides $6,000,000 for 
straightening, widening, grading 
and generally improving certain 
streets. This work will facilitate 
traffic, beautify the city, help prop- 
erty values generally, and is alto- 
gether constructive. This also will 
require a two-thirds majority for 


passage. 

The third measure advocated 
strongly by the Automobile Club is 
the adoption of the major traffic 
plan, which does not call for the 
expenditure of funds, but seeks to 
establish basic rules under a ays- 
tematic plan of general develop- 
ment. 

While these measures are placed 
before the people at'a general 
election, they are not political, 
but deal altogether with the eco- 
nomic life of the community and 
its future development. It,is be- 
lieved that magorists generally will 
appreciate the value of these 
measures, and an overwhelm- 
ing vote will cast 
them.

One of the oldest industries of 
Monrovia, the Davisson Construc- 
tion Company, which manufactures 
cement pipe and conducts a gen- 
eral cement contract busiriess, con- 
crete roads, reservoirs and concrete 
building, did a business during the 
last year of about-3$100,000, with a 
salary roll varying from $500 to 
$2000 monthly. 

The. date packing plant of the 
Valley Packing Corporation, is one 
of the important growing indus- 
tries of Monrovia. The plant was 
bult here two years ago and is the 
largest date-packing plant in the 
world. At the height of the sea- 
son, the present time, two tons of 
fruit are hacked daily, while the 
year’s pack will amount to $65,000. 
The capacity of the plant was dou- 
bled this year for the ‘growth in 
the industry. 

With the same splendid civic 
spirit that made Monrovia's new in- 
dustral development the Monro- 
vians have gone about the matter 
ef building a beautiful new hotel. 
The need for a distinctive hotel 
for tourists in keeping with the 
natural setting of Monrovia haa 
been felt fora long time. So they 
determined to have a community- 
bulit hotel. A cognmittese was ap- 
pointed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and in March an intensive 
drive was conducted that resulted 
in public subscriptions of $140,000.

FLOOD CONTROL 


The flood-control projects for 
which $35,000,000 was voted by Los 
-Angeles county this spring are of 
the utmost importance to Mon- 
rovia's growth. One of the dams 
of the project, Sawpit dam, will ne 
started by the first of the year, ac- 
cording to Flood Control Engineer 
Reagan. This dam is to stand in 
the eastern part of Monrovia above 
the mouth of Sawpit Canyon and 
will cost $241,000. It will mean 
much to Monrovia in the control 
end conservation of the flood wa- 
ters of Monrovia and Sawpit can- 
yons. 


The buliding of San Gabrie] Can- 
yon dam, for which $25,000,000 has 
been appropriated, will affect the 
growth of Monrovia greatly. The 
construction of the project will oc- 
cupy about five years, with 5000 
men employed. e site is seven 
miles east of Monrovia in San Ga- 
briel Canyon. The Santa Anjta 
Canyon dam, one of the projects 
to cost $760,000, is three miles 
northwest of Monrovia. : 

Public utilities have grown cor- 
respondingly with Monrovia and 
during the last year $49,000 was 
expended by the Southern Coun- 
tles Gas Company in Monrovia. in 
extension of system, buildings and 
equipment. In anticipation of the 
increased local requirements for 
electric service in new subdivisions

A estrange mixture of western 
opportunism and Chinese supersti- 
tion was evidenced last year by a 
Chinese official in Tien-tsin.

Chin went from to 
Tien -tsin. ere he lived in the 
foreign quarter where he could 
command not only greater com- 
forte, but also greater safety in 
case any of his successors in Pek- 
ing saw fit.to challenge his past 
admirfistrative methods or his 
present wealth. In the foreign 
quarter in Tien-tsin, Chin was un- 
disturbed. He led the easy, lux- 
urtous life of the western-trained 
Chinese, who has acquired wealth.

But his happiness lasted only a 
little while.

he | Organization of the pigeon depart- 


ment, Mr. Delhauver said in part: 
“This plan is very economical in 
the matter of expenditures. It 
should result in the pigeon depart- 
ment becoming self-sustaining and 
eventually -in reducing pigeon ac- 
tivities in the Regular Army to «@ 
minimum. The reserve corps 
plan, if adopted, would enable the 
head of the Signal Corps, through 
corps area signal officers and the 
commandant of the signal school 
to co-ordinate civilian pigeon ac- 


tivities with those of the Regular | 


Army and insure the procurement 
of pedigreed breeding end racing 
pigeons in an emergency. This 
would require a commissioned or 
wacrant officer itn the regular serv- 
ice to co-ordinate with the reserve 
Officers direct or through chan- 
nels. It is thought this plan can 
be developed so that the pigeon 
section of the Regular Army can 
devote, its time to training Army 
men in the use of pigeons for 
military munications, com- 
pilation of mantials and the like, 
leaving to the reserve corps the 
development of pigeons and ex- 
pe ers and trainers to be 
used in time of war. 


“Attention in this regard ise in 


vited to the policy adopted in the 
various foreign armies. Japan has 
now recommended that the mili- 
tary service encourage and dévelop 
the sport of racing pigeons among 
the civilian population and foster 
it as they do aviation societies. All 


we lack in the United States at 


present is a system of co-ordinat- 
ing the present civilian activities.

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ocher paint op hand, and “a small 
brush of some sort, evidently,” as 
Prof. MacCurdy pute it. Only they 
had skill to paint the conventional 
forms which stood for persons’ 
names or family totems, in this 
prehistoric voting. 

The first painted pebbles were 
found at Mas d'Azil. By 1891, 
Piette had come on more than 200 
of them in one cave. Cartailhac, 
Boule and Regnault were similarly 
successful. 
Plette’s disco called atten- 
tion ta the fact that similar painted 
pebbles had been found as early 
as 1874 in the cave of La Crou- 
gade, near Norbonne, and were 
still preserved as prehistoric mys- 
teries in the museum at Carcasson- 


ne. 

In 18932, inted pebbles were 
found by amaison and Darbas 
in the rock shelter of La Tourfiasso 
at St. Martery, and later they were 
reported from quantities of caves 
and shelters in 


pe. 
So, painted pebbles became 4 
first-class prehistoric feature. By 
all the specialists; they were ad- 
mitted to be a mystery. 

Since 1891, the specialists kept 
guessing what the painted pebbles 
meant. What was their use? Why 
were they made? Why were they 
always found in quantity together, 
as if saved up for some partic 
occasion or remembrance? 


NOT ORNAMENTS 

The painted pebbles were not 
ornaments. They have no holes in 
them for stringing in necklaces or 
knobs or other means to tie: them 
to the person. The painted pebbles 
were not money, because all this 
was thousands of years before the 
complicated idea of money as rep- 
resenting work, products, values, 
had come into existence. 

In the opinion of Piette, they 
represented a “system of cursive 
writing’’—but for what use they 
stuck one, two or three supposed 
“letters” on a pebble,“he found no 
explanation. He was simply sure 
that they were “letters” and he 
worked out that at least twelve 
such Azilian symbols became hand- 
ed down to us from the close of the 
Pleistocene, through the Phoent- 
cian, archaic Greek, classic Greek, 
Latin and Lydian cultures. He even 
pointed out a possible kinship be- 
‘tween Azilian numbers and those of 
Egypt. 

Piette was a great specialist. 
Perhaps the early start of symbol- 
writing is found on the voting peb- 
bles, but no other sign or sugges- 
tion of an alphabet is found any- 
where for several thousand years 
after Azilian times. 
| Prof. MacCurdy (who dug, with 
his students, in French caves, last 
summer) admits that “Breuill is no 
‘doubt right’ in correlating the 
petroglyphs of Andalusian caves 
with the designs on painted pebbles. 

Obermaltir, in El Fosil 
(Fossil Man) shows that they cor- 
respond in date. 

There is sense of some kind 
painted on the pebbles—just like 
tickets. Indeed, what else could 
they be but tickets or tokens? 

When you get this far, you're 
ready for the Abbe Burin. 


THE ABBE’S DISCOVERY 


It took the Abbe Burin to dis- 
cover that the painted pebbles were 
voting tickets, and that the pic- 
ture-writing on them represents 
the sex and person of the candi- 
date. He got a start, no doubt, 
from Breull's comparisons of them 
with Spanish petroglyphs—which 
might themselves have been elec- 
tion posters on cave walls. 

The petroglyphs are admitted by 
all to be “stylish representations of 
the human form, sone male and 
some female.” Dozens of designs 
on painted pebbles coincide with 
them, but more contracted. It 
would take too much space to fol- 
low out the Abbe Burin's elaborate 
proofs that there were prehistoric 
elections. 

But we know enough, now. to 
grasp the amusing skit of Marcel 
Astruc’s “Prehistoric Election 
Idyl.” The scene is a straight road 
in the prehistoric forest. An attrac- 
tive young lady waits impatiently 
at a flag station of the Diplodocus 
line. A smart young fellow of the

When this occurred there was 
nothing to do but take the scenes 
over again. 

“The distances we were obliged 
to cover had a devastating efféct 
upon our people, too. The loca- 
tions for many of the shots we 
had sélected beforehand, but it 
was often the case thet I had to 
find a suitable location during the 
day. Then it would necessitate 
the company climbing hills and 
traversing rough country until they 
were exhausted. In ons instance, my 
assistant and myself discovered a 
spot that we thought suitable for 
our needs and from a high hill 
ubout a mile from the rest of the 
troype I signaled for the others 
to join ws. Even at that distance 
I could see them wilt, at the pros- 
pect of the long hike.

HAMILTON WOLF’S 
HAPPY ITINERARY 


Greetings from the most beauti- 
ful city in the world, Paris, writas 
Hamilton Wolf, under date of Oc- 
tober 13.

easily-handied feed. The growing of this 
forage crop has increased tremendously 
in recent years. The Antelope Valley 
seems well suited to its production, and 
at present there are about 8000 acres 
Plan in that region, including seed- 
acres planted in that region, including re- 
cently seeded fields. Of special advantage to 
this section, too, is the fact that the fields 
are long-lived. 

There are three more or less distinct al- 
falfa-producing sections in the valley. These, 
in their relative importance, are (1) the 
Roosevelt section, about seven miles to the 
east, and slightly north of Lancaster; (2) 
the Tierra Bonita section, four miles east 
and slightly south of Lancaster, and (3) the 
BDsperanza section, about six miles to the 
west of Lancaster. 

The growing of alfalfa is dependent upon 
an ample supply of irrigation water during 
the growing season. Water for irrigation in 
Antelope Valley is pumped from wells, the 
average lift is from forty to seventy-five feet. 
Each cutting {fs usually irrigated twice. On 
an average of from three to four-acre feet of 
water is applied during a season. 

Alfaifa is valuable not only for forage pur- 
poses, but also from a standpoint of enrich- 
ing the soil. It is one of our best legumi- 
nous crops to add to the soil nitrogen and 
humus, two elements usually lacking in arid 
regions. 

Crop rotation is just beginning to be 
practiced by some of the growers in the 
valley. A fine example, showing the possi- 
bilities in this respect, is found in the splen- 
did potato crop which George Niller se- 
cured this year. Mr. Niller plowed up about 
thirty acres of alfalfa last winter and plant- 
ed it to White Rose seed potatoes grown at 
Temecula in 1923, His yield averaged from 
200 to 220 sacks per acre. Practically all 
of the potatoes were large, clean, smooth 
and marketable. They were remarkably 
free from disease and insect injury. This 
potato crop was watched with keen inter- 
est by many of the Antelope Valley farmers 
and no doubt a considerable potato acreage 
will be put out next year. 

In this connection mention should be 
made of the danger of nematode infestation. 
So far as is known, this pest has not been 
introduced into the valley. But this could 
easily be done through the use of cheap in- 
fested seed stock. Once introduced, it is al- 
most impossible to economically eradicate 
the pest. And since the nematode is found 
in regions as far north as Michigan and Wis- 
consin, it is safe to assume that it would 
likewise thrive in the Antelope Valley.

How Nevada's Agriculture Was Saved by 
Four Powerful Pumps

M time immemorial Lake Tahoe, 
F “Pearl of the Sierras,” through the, 

Truckee River has fought back the 
desert from the fertile lands of Western 
Nevada. Rising in the crystal bosom of the 
lake, the Truckee sweeps its way through 
beetling mountain canyons down into the 
plains and desert on the east side of the 
majestic Sierra Nevada Mountains to come 
to rest in the castle-cragged waters of Pyra 
mid Lake, a picturesque body of water 
about sixty miles to the northwest. Lake 
Tahoe stores the flood waters from snow 
and rains in the winter season, and from 
its elevation of 6000 feet pours the life-giv- 
ing fluid into the Truckee and on to hun- 
dreds of thousands of fertile acres, includ- 
ing the famed Newlands project approxi- 


mately seventy miles east of the city of Re-| 


no. 


In this fertile area, including the Truckee 
Meadows, the city of Reno, the towns of 
Sparks and Fallon, and numerous villages, 
are raised immense crops of alfalfa, wheat, 
barley, oats, potatoes, cantaloupes and oth- 
e- agricultural products. Here are found 
some of the largest cattle and dairy ranches 
in the West, and the bulk of population of 
the entire State. And all dependent for ex- 
fstance on lovely Tahoe and her ‘Servant, 
the rushing Truckee. 


To myriads of tourists Lake Tahoe is but 
a gem in Nature’s diadem, inviting pleasure, 
demanding praise, compelling admiration. 
To the people of Western Nevada Tahoe is 
the giver of life, the source of prosperity, 
the benignant divinity that gives lavishly 
of her treasure that man may endure and 
achieve. 

Stringent court decrees protect the waters 
of Tahoe. Lying partly in California and Ne- 
vada the lake is guarded jealously by both 
States and by the all-powerful national 
government. More water than flows natur- 
ally into the Truckee-may not be touched, 
nor may the outlet into the Truckee be low- 
ered to allow a deeper flow. The source of 


“| the Truckee is on the California side of the 


boundary and California has long guarded 
agaist any attempt to increase the natural 
discharge from the lake. 

CALAMITY THREATENED 
In normal years the natural precipitation 
on the Truckee River watershed is sufficient 


to keep the lake filled and a constant stream

of water running down the river for irriga- 
tion and the domestic needs of Reno and 
Sparks. But occasionally comes a series of 
dry years. Then the level of the lake falls 
and the flow into the Truckee is not suffic- 
lent to water the valleys and mature crops. 
Such a situation developed in the spring 
of the present year, following several sea- 
sons of subnormal precipitation. The ex- 
pected heavy snows failed to appear in the 
winter of 1923-24: hot summer days drank 
up the water from lake and stream in the 
form of excessive evaporation and increased 
the need of irrigation; crops and wild pas- 
ture wilted and the very fish perished in 
tens of thousands as water vanished and 
the blistering sun struck at the Truckee’s 
naked breast. 


To the menace to agriculture and live 
stock was added the specter of a polluted 
water supply and epidemics in the cities and 
towns depending on Lake Tahoe for health 
and protection from _ foul water and sew- 
age horror. More - any other year, 
1924 forcibly reminded the people of West- 
ern Nevada that e Tahoe and the True- 
kee River alone stood between them and 
calamity. 

The stricken farmers, watching their 
crops wither in the sun, demanded that the 
rim of the outlet from Tahoe into the Truc- 
kee be cut so that more water could fiow in- 
to the stream. But California, guardian of 
the source, barred the road. Threats of 
drastic measures Dy angry ranchers and 
stockmen were freely voiced on the streets 
of Reno, and met with stern warnings from 
the other side of the line. 

Knowing that California would never 
consent to lowering of the outlet, even if 
the Federal government approved, engi- 
neers of Nevada and the Reclamation Serv- 
ice announced that the only practicable 
method of saving Western Nevada and pre 
serving the lake was to fill the river by 
pumps. The plan at first brought how!s-of 
derision. It was claimed the cost would be 
prohibitive, that California officials and 
owners of riparian rights would not con- 
sent to establishment of pumping plants, 
that.in any event the scheme was but an- 
other fantastic dream of swivel-chair incom. | 
petents.

from forty acres in 1923. 
fields are good for ten years or more. 

Approximately 26,500 tons of hay were 
produced from 6000 acres in 1923, including 
im the reckoning new fields and fields with 
poor stands. The average yields are about 
five to six tons per acre. 

The Alfalfa Growers’ Exchange plays a 
very important part in the marketing of 
the growers’ product. The exchange main- 
tains a warehouse at. Roosevelt in which 
1200 tons of hay can be stored, and members 
of the association can easily store an addi- 
tional 1500 tons on their farms. -Accord- 
ing to R. Hitte, who is the local secretary, 
the association controls about 25 per cent 
of the hay produced in the valley and in ad- 
dition buys up hay from nonmembers when 
market conditions seem favorable. The 
agreement under which the exchange oper- 
ates calls for a five-year contract with the 
growers. The entrance of the association 
into the marketing of the hay from the val- 
ley has been a great stabilizing factor and 
has aided in securing fair returns for the 
growers. Nonmembers, as well as mem- 
bers, have benefited. 

Most of the hay which is produced in the 
Antelope Valley is shipped to the Los An- 
geles markets. Approximately 25,000 tons 
will be sent to Los Angeles this year and 
practically all of this is shipped by motor 
truck over the concrete highway from: Lan- 
caster. Trucking charges are as follows: 
$6.00 per ton into the Hynes district; $5 to 
Los Angeles, and $4.00 to San Fernando 
Valley points. The hay which is shipped 
out is used by the dairies in and around 
Los Angeles. There are from 600 to 700 
cows in the valley at present and new dair- 
ies are being established in the region. In 
many cases these are being started by 
farmers who lost their animals in the hoof- 
and-mouth epizootic. 

The next few years will unquestionably 
see a much greater proportion of the valley 
hay fed to cows in the region. It coats less 
money to ship the milk which a ton of hay 
can produce, than to ship the hay into Los 
Angeles. An economic readjustment along 
this line is certain. As an additional ad- 
vantage to the valley growers, land values 
there are only a fraction of what they are 
nearer to Los Angeles. 

To give an idea as to the recent develop 
ment which has taken place in the Antelope 
Valley, some figures from the Edison Com- 
pany records at Lancaster may be cited. 
On July 1, 1922, there were 250 pumping 
plants using electric current from the Edi- 
son Company circuit. Most of these plants 
were used to irrigate alfalfa. The total 
horsepower used by agricultural motors 
was 5500, these being stationed along 225 
miles of power line. On May 5, 1924, the 
Edison Company figures showed 350 pump- 
ing plants, fifty additional miles of power

The ement was made in the course of 
a discussion of the political situation which 
comes to an issue at the coming Presidential 
election and in which Mr. Teague was com- 
menting on the menace confronting Cali- 
fornia through a possible choice by the vot- 
ers of any other than the Republican candi- 
date for the highest office of the land.

Protection Did It 
rT. there is an identity of interest 
between the continued prosperity of 
the poultry industry of California and the 
present protective tariff is the substance 
of a statement recently made by S. 8.

Mr. Knight re 
calls the fact that under free-trade adminis- 
tration at Washington the poultry produc- 
ers were put in a different position by the 
vast quantities of Chinese eggs unloaded 
on American markets. It was not until 
the passage of the Fordney-McCumber bill 
provided a protective tariff on eggs that 
California’s poultrymen obtained relief 
from this demoralizing competition 
“Every poultryman in California knows 
now that the future of this business de 
pends on the continuance of a protective 
tariff,” said Mr. Knight. “Our farmers 
cannot produce eggs in competition with 
China. A continuation of the free-trade 
conditions that existed under the Under- 
wood Bill would have disastrous results to 
California’s poultry business. Even now 
with the protection afforded by a saving 
tariff, our egg importations are exceedingly 
heavy.”

Emperor Grapes tor the 
Holiday Trade 


SHAFTER.—When F. E. Mannel planted 
ten acres of Emperor grapes near here ten 
year ago there were some in 
county who thought he was taking a big 
chance. These were the first grapes of any 
kind planted in the Shafter colony. In 
1917 the first crop was shipped. The acre- 
age has produced as high as twelve tons to 
the acre. This year it will run seven to 
eight tons to the acre. 

For the last three years Mr. Mannel has 
shipped the grapes in drums to the eastern 
markets, where they are used for the holli- 
day trade. This year the grapes are being 
packed at the Earl Fruit Company's sheds. 
The extra fancy are placed in the drums, 
while the others, which rate as “U. 8. 
Fancy,” are shipped in lugs. 

The grapes are neatly packed in the 
drums in cork dust. First a thin layer of 
cork is placed on the bottom and then a 
layer of grapes. Then the cork dust, or 
ground cork, is put over the grapes and 
gently shaken down, more grapes being 
placed in the drum, and so on until the re- 
ceptacie is filled. The container is about 
twenty inches in height and circumference 
and made of a heavy paper preparation. 

Mr. Mannel expects to ship six cars of 
Emperors this season, three of which will 
contain drums and three, lugs. The drum 
grapes command the best price, bringing 
now $140 a ton. The lugs bring $70 to $75 
aton. The average car contains 530 drums. 
All of the drums go direct to the New 
York markets, where at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, when the snow is on the ground,

Seek Funds to Combat 
“Camel’s Thorne” 


RIVERSIDE.—Horticultural Commission- 
ers of the Southland on a recent trip into 
the Coachella Valley in Riverside county in- 
dorsed the plan advanced by Riverside and 


State, has already cost Riverside and Im- 


chella Valley. Previous to that trip, the 
commissioners held a session in Riverside 
Southern 


by the inflexible fact that California State 
Officials and owners of riparian rights in- 
sisted no other method but pumping would 
be permitted in withdrawing water from 
Tahoe, and in the early days of August four 
pumps were installed—two by. the Truckee 
Water Users’ Association, an organization 
of 750 farmers on the Truckee Meadows, the 
fertile valley tributary to Reno, and two by 
the Reclamation Service on behalf of the 
Newlands project. While the lower reaches 
of the pro at Fallon are protected from 
drought by Lahontan reservoir, receiving 
water from the Truckee and Carson rivers, 
the higher lands at Fernley, Hazen and 
Swingle Bench were — when the usual 
water from the Truckee failed. 

The agreement with California interests 
specified that the pumps were not to raise 
more than 300 cubie feet of water per sec- 
ond from the lake into the river, and that 
pumping for irrigation must cease not lat- 
er than October 1. It was estimated that 
the pumps operating at full capacity might 
lower the lake surface eight to twelve 
inches. In actual practice the pumps, part- 
ly due to the altitude which reduced the 
power of the driving engines, never elevated 
more than 270 cubic feet per second. But 
this flow not only saved crops valued at ov- 
er $500,000, at a total cost not exceeding 
$70,000, but gave Reno, Sparks and other 
towns ample water for all purposes. 

Two months of steady pumping failed to 
lower the surface of Tahoe more than four 
inches, reports show and evaporation alone 
drew more water from the lake than the 
pumps, according to engineers. With the 
expiration of the irrigation season on Octo- 
ber 1, the two pumps installed by the Rec- 
lamation Service were dismantled. The 
two machines erected by the farmers were 
kept in commission by the local power com- 
pany to maintain an adequate water supply 
for the domestic demands of Reno and 
Sparks, and for live.stock on the farms.

In many parts of the State will be 
found apricot trees in a rather sorrowful 
condition, due to the lack of foliage dur- 
os the growing season. Great numbers of 
trees have but little tufts of foliage 
tops of the tree, with great numbers of fruit 
spurs between them, totally dead, and the 
blind buds at the bases of these shoots in an 
unthrifty condition. The causes leading up 
to this have been discussed in various ag- 
ricultural papers. 


The pruning of trees in such a condition, 
however, is of some importance and should 
be given serious consideration, for upon 
the best treatment now will depend the vig- 
or and health of the trees in 1925 and 1926,

stated before, the short fruit spurs 
are frequently found dead and the blind 
buds at their bases quite weakened, hence 
any dependence placed upon these is some- 
what misplaced. If the trees have produced 
an exceptionally large crop this year this 
dependence would be especially out of place, 
for the strain upon the tree of making fruit, 
pits, fruit buds and leaf buds, under such 
distressing conditions, cannot help but 
weaken the general vitality of the whole 
tree. If, therefore, we were to have an ex- 
cess of wood and fruit buds for next year, 
even though we did thin the fruit, the trees 
would be set back still further and the crop 
for 1926 endangered. 

The general recommendation is to cut 
back these branches which show the dead 
spurs and small tufts of leaves to a vigor- 
ous lateral, preferably one made this year, 
but not to cut this lateral, no matter how 
long it may be. For the inside of the tree, 
thin out according to the local heat condi- 
tions, leaving a little more in where it is 
intense and less where the coastal influence 
- felt. Judgment and common sense enter 
nto this especially, and common sense 
spells a whole lot more than half of it all. 

Preference should be given those 
smaller growths or fruiting twigs made this 
year down in the tree, as they are much 
more thrifty than those of older age. So 
if the trees are rather thick, take out the 
branches and fruiting twigs which are thick 
and corky, leaving the younger ones to re- 
place them and bear the 1925 crop. 

An irrigation in November, if no rains 
have fallen, should assist the tree to fatten 
its buds for next year also, and is to be rec- 
available 
and has never been applied, then a heavier 
pruning than normal would be in order. In 
any event try to reduce the top of the tree 
enough to compensate for the small amount 
of plant food made by the leaves this year, 
and if an extra amount of fruit sets next 
year, hire your neighbor to thin the trees, 
and tell him to hit them hard, even to clos- 
ing his eyes and flaying the branches. You 
can do the same with his and you will both 
be gainers.

Ye J. A. Copeland on the south 

of Yucaipa is the sort of property 
produces fruit, even though the trees may 

be trimmed in accordance with the 

t approved thecries, or the cultivators 
be admitted as often as horticulturists ad- 
vise. Mr. Copeland has a system of his own, 
which he summed up tersely in the state 
ment, “I prune my trees for fruit, not to 
cultivate.” There are other things that he 
does for fruit, all tor fruit, not hestitating 
to keep implements out of the orchard when 
they tend to knock the fruit off, and show- 
ing a ready willingness to prop the heavily 
loaded limbs of hia trees. 


The result is that his apple trees, now 
11 years old, and set twenty-four feet apart 
each way, have this year reached fruit- 
laden limbs out at each other. The ground 
may not be as spick and span as farm advis- 
ers like to see, for he has not let an imple- 
ment in since his thinning last June. But 
if one looks only at the trees, the aspect of 
the place has been most satisfactery in- 
deed, for the fruit was certainly there when 
the harvest started. But Mr. Copeland says 
he is out for the fruit first, last and all the 
time. 

Last season he averaged 260 packed box- 
es of thirty-eight to forty-five pounds each 
to the acre. This year his crop of Delicious 
uppies was light; it was light everywhere. 
The Winesap setting is also light, another 
prevailing feature not to be accurately ac- 
counted for. But his Roman Beauty trees 
have been fairly loaded, easily twenty field 
boxes (lugs) on some of the trees. He 
grows the three varieties, always doing well 
with one or two or three. Last year the 
Roman Beauties were light. The trees have 
a rhythm of their own, but the average ev- 
ery season is a good crop. 

So many say that apple growing is exact- 
ing, expensive and does not pay. Cherries, 


peaches, prunes and apricots don't have so ™ 


high a cost of production and are therefore 
a safer bet, one hears. Of course, the 
range for successful California apple grow- 
ing is limited. But in their proper environ- 

ment they do well; that is, if the rancher 
knows how to make them do we'l and is not 


too much of a stickler for “slim, high-shirt- 
ed trees and beautifully cultivated ground,” 


as Mr. Copeland puts it. 

When, in talking to Mr. Copeland about 
his orchard, located in that far-away newly 
developed plateau just under San Bernar- 
dino Peak, | thought | would compliment 


him with a casual appraisal of $500 per acre, 


he looked surprised and said: “Why, I think 


‘I have $500 worth of fruit on some of these 


acres.” He thought $1000 per acre was 
about the right appraisal for some of the 
planting. Of course, this was just light talk 
to get at some idea of the income percent- 
age on the valuation. After he got through 
talking about the returns from year to year, 
I was a little inclined to consider his figure 
acceptable. 

Mr. Copeland brought the ten acres of 


two daughters, Elizabeth and Frances Cope- 
land, are pursuing musical careers, being 
well known to the radio world through con- 
certs they have given at; KHJ.

Copeland joins her husband at the ranch 
during the harvest; for he not only picks 
his own crop, but also packs, ships and sells 
it.

apples into being himself: the ranch is en- 
tirely his own creation. He had never grown 
apples before, but he had farmed in the 
East and mined in Arizona. Eleven years 
ago he got the raw land on the newly opened 
mesa south of Yucaipa. He had it planted 
to apples, secured water rights under a 
mutual pumping plant, and shortly took 
charge of the place himself. He does not 
spend all his time at the ranch, however, 
but slips away to his home in Los Angeles 
when the work permits. His wife remains 
for the most part in the city, where their 


starts in the spring when the petals fall 
and does not end until August or even 
September. It seems to be the only pre- 
ventive of wormy apples. Mr. Copeland 
uses a liquid spray of arsenate of lead and 
applies it himself with his own outfit, which 
has a 350-pound pressure. At times it is 
advisable to spray the trees when dormant 
with a sulphur mixture to control red spi- 
der. 

Irrigation is the next of the big important 
operations. Mr. Copeland irrigates six to 
seven times a year, running the water in

If you imagine the task af 
feeding, clothing, and educating a group 
of people of this size, you have an idea‘of 
the situation.

Children between 10 and 20 years are 
more numerous on the farms than in the 
cities in almost the same proportion as 
those under 10. So altogether the farms 
have an excess burden of nearly 4,000,000 
children, as compared with the same amount 
of city population. 


Tt is true that the farmer can feed a large 


family almost as cheaply as a city man can}.

Care of the Baby 


VERY time I write out a dietary for a 
baby I am compelled to go through a 
lengthy argument with the mother, eluci- 
dating my opposition to the synthetic sweet- 
ening agents. 

When baby is placed on a diet of artifical 
food the doctor who prescribes the formula 
attempts to make cow’s milk conform as 
of human milk, 

. He finds, for instance, that cow's milk 
- contains more fats and hence orders dilw 
tion of Cow's milk with water. 

He finds that human milk has a slightly 
alkaline reaction, while cow's milk has a 
slightly acid reaction, and hence he also 
prescribes lime water.to alkalinize the re- 
action of the milk. 

The milk sugar content is less, so, in his

Lactose is milk sugar and from its name 
it ought to be a good food, were it not for 
the fact that it is the concentrate of the 
sugar of milk. In the process of extracting 
lactose, practically every particle of organic 
life ie destroyed—the composition of the 
sugar cells is broken up by the heating proc 
esses to which these sugars are exposed. 

The sugar which is ordinarily found in 
milk is assimilable, available and usablo by 
the child, but when this s@me sugar is syn- 
thetically extractod by a process of crystal- 
lization, then, instead of acting as a food it 
becomes toxic to baby. 

Many mothers wonder why baby stays 
awake nights, moaning and crying with that 
jow, painful intonation characteristic of 
babies with colic. They ask their doctor 
and the best information he gives them is 
to dose baby with some milk of magnesia 
or castor oil. 

Dextro-maltose or lactose is included in 
the formula prescribed by the best of the 
medical profession. As I stated, their rea- 
son is not because of the best results 
achieved with baby, but because chemistry 
shows that, by using this process, cow's 
milk is chemically brought nearer to human 
milk. 

I know of no better agent to induce con- 
stipation, fermentation and, above all, that 
distressful gas which makes baby so cross 
and irritable, than these synthetic sweeten- 
ing agents. 

They produce no better growth in baby. 
They do not promote digestion. They do 
not increase assimilation. They do not 
foster a better energy, nor do they increase 
elimination. They do, however, retard 
baby’s bone formation, weaken the liga 
ments supporting the bones and tendons at- 
taching the muscles, soften the flesh, and 
render flabby the muscles—forming a fertile 
background for rickets and malnutrition. 
There is no justification, from any rea- 
soning, biological, or physical, for the use 
of these sweetening agents. If baby must 
be given cow’s milk, merely dilution with 
distilled or boiled water is all that is neces- 


sary. 

If mothers would do this, much of their 
trouble would be saved and baby would 
grow to sturdier and healthier childhood.

Choked up with mucus as you are, there 
is neither warrant nor justification for your 
consumption of ham and bacon, eggs and 
noodles, macaroni and spaghetti, fish and 
fowl, jells and jams, creams and cakes, 


cheeses and custards. Instead of this, were 


you to make your diet principally of the 
acid fruits for a few days, to keep the 
bowels open by enemas, if necessary, to in- 
crease the skin elimination with hot and 
cold packs, to accelerate oxidation by using 
the full power of the lungs—these measures 
would be much more potent in overcoming 
the chronic hay fever that seasonally makes 
life miserable and unpleasant.

Charles Finley: . 

“I have seen a tusk of the mastodon esti- 
mated by the scientists to be 100,000 years 
old. How much okder or younger the hu- 
man race is, than this mastodon is only 
speculation. We know that the animal in- 
stinct born in man was equal to the instinct 
of all other animals in the beginning, 
whether that is 100,000 years old or not. 
We also know the fast was practiced by the 
Jews before the Advent of Christ. The re 
ligious customs came from the customs of 
the people so thig great benefit to humanity 
wags therefore inculcated in the Jewish re 


- ligion and doubtless many of the pagan re- 


ligions thousands of years ago. 

“The Bible tells us of many incidents of 
fasting. Christ, himself, fasted for forty 
days. It is also brought to us through the 
Catholic church in the elimination of meat 
one day a week, whereas in the beginning 


- they doubtless fasted a whole day a week. 


In those days to be a follower of the new 
religion meant persecution and if anyone 
started to fast they were immediately ostra- 
sized or persecuted by their fellows as be- 
ing a party of this or that religion. 
“This was doubtless the cause of man 
defying his God, as it were, and eating 
when he was sick. The custom that had 
become prevalent grew in its intensity 


through each succeeding generation until 


fasting became a fear and dread. Thus we 
have grown into a race of gourmand’s that 
eat all the time and when sick eat more. 
The great value of the fast is very strongly 
emphasized by the fact that all animals 
wherever you find them, under whatever 
name, will not eat when they are sick.

“But did I say this to the poor young 
victim of my nostrums? 

“No, I checked the impulse, while guilt 
was in my heart. Instead I advised her as 
to the most expensive coal-tar nostrums for 
head and stomach. But when it came to 
an obesity cure, I compromised with my 
shame. I could have sold her reducing 
‘drugs that would have seriously injured her. 
I had them. But my conscience wouldn't 
let me. Indeed, I sold her a worthless, 
harmless, expensive bathing salt ‘guaran- 
teed’ to take off flesh if the fat woman mere- 
ly dropped a pound or two of the costly cure 
into the bath water. I knew full well that 
the only benefit in those salts was their 
pleasant odor. I knew that dissolved in the 
bath they would no more melt away the 
wads of fat rolling up and down the arms of 
the unfortunate young Woman, than they 
would melt away her avoirdupois if dropped 
into the River Nile. The only efficacy in 
them was that they would not depress her 
heart nor send her off into a drowsy torpor, 
as th headache powders and the stomach 
pil’. would do. The bath salts, moreover, 
smelled pleasantly; and they netted me a 
fat profit. Yes, young Mrs. Ames started 
that morning to become an excellent cus 
tomer of mine. This was the first stage of 
her slavery to worthless medicines. 

“The next arrived soon after, and I, in my 
capacity of counter prescriber and family 
druggist, followed her into the second stage 
of her drug enslavement. That came upon 
an occasion when only joy should have been 
this young woman's portion. The now pale 
and listless Mrs. Ames was soon to become 
a mother. She was a young woman, and I 
had known her since she was a child. I 
was old enough to be her father; besides, I 
had advised her as to all ber other pills and 
powders. Therefore it was natural enough 
that at last she took me into her confidence. 
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NCB back in Georgetown, we found 
everybody everywhere talking dia- 
monds, Day after day, with each 
new ship, diamond traders were ar- 

riving from New York, Amsterdam, London, 

and their signs became visible on every 

hand. 

As soon as we had landed, we spent a 
week in getting office and living quarters 
and seeing our baggage and equipment 
through the custom house. We were able 
to get a lease of the old quarters of the 
Colonial Bank, 

The whole location took up one and one- 
half acres of land, was nicely planted with 


~  eolorful flowers and waving palm trees, and 


entirely surrounded by a tall iron fence. A 


broad driveway led from arched gateways 


to the front door of the office floor, and an- 
other to the private entrance at the secluded 
side. The blacks considered it a most 


_ elaborate and awe-inspiring structure. 


During my short absence trom the coun- 
try many traders, both Chinese and Por- 
tuguese, had gone into the jungles where 
they built little huts; each one of these had 
a Georgetown office, usually no more than a 
little dingy cubby-hole up two fights of stairs 


over some gin shop. The fact that we had 


such comfortable and exclusive quarters 
set us apart from the rest of the traders 
The blacks watched our 
movements eagerly, expecting great things 
to happen. 


The Mazaruni House, as we named our 


' Quarters, stood in the midst of the city like 


a silent advertisement, adding prestige both 
to the growing industry and to our own 
organization. The planters on the Coast, 
the men who were dependent on their 


crops of rice and sugar, watched us also. |- 


They required labor to work their large 
estates. 


'* They did not relish having an industry 


spring up that would rob them of laborers. 
It was these planters who had, through 
holding most of the political reins, kept the 
interior from being investigated and opened 
up under the auspicés of the government;

it was they, also, who took every occasion 
to scoff at the thought that the interior 
held anything of value, or that diamonds 
would be found in paying quantities. Like 
dogs in a manger, they tried to make 
enemies for us. 

“Stay on the Coast and work!” they ad- 
vised the negroes. “There are only = few 
diamonds in the jungle. You'll not be able 
to find any. You'll only starve.” 


A Device of Devils 


HEY had created such an atmosphere of 
danger and mystery around the interior 
that the blacks, except for a few of the more 
adventurous, had decided not to give up their 
jobs in the rice and sugar estates. Voodoo 
doctors had been secretly commissioned to 
spread vivid warnings against diamond 
mining. It was only a device of the 
seventy devils, they ranted, to lure poor 
negroes to their death. d 
There were 75,000 blacks working on the 
estates. I estimated that there were at 
least 25,000 of them who would have al- 
ready gone into the interior after diamonds, 
had not the planters and the voodoo doc- 
tors made them afraid of the jungle. I 
wanted them to go up the Mazaruni River 
and dig diamonds and sell them to me. I 
had arranged for a great supply of food, 
equipment and clothing to be shipped to me 
from the States, many thousand dollars’

worth of stock which I had picked out as ap- 
pealing to my prospective customers. But 
what was the use of it all if there were 
not going to be any negroes in the jungle, 
with whom to trade? . 

Then ten negroes, like ten angels from 
heaven, came down the river chanting about 
a big diamond they had found. The news 
traveled ahead of them that they had dis- 
covered a tremendous gem. I sent a mes- 
senger to meet them telling him to hire 
the best automobile possible and give them 
a joy ride through the town before bring- 
ing them to my office. 1 sent another mes- 
senger to cash a check for $4000. 


Presently I had given this sum to the 
ten negroes for their diamonds, including 
a thirty-carat stone, the largest by ten 
carats that had ever been found in Guiana. 
They went away radiantly happy, with more 
money than any of them had ever seen. The 


‘news of their good fortune spread like wild 


fire through the plantations, arousing the 
blacks to the highest pitch. 7 

Their interest was further aroused by a 
story I wrote for the local newspaper, tell- 
ing of the finding of the big diamond and 


the sum paid for it and painting the adven- 


ture of the ten negroes in such glowing 
colors as to make them seem heroes and 
knights. It was glorious, I declared, to see 
these men go into the jungle like true 
pioneers and to watch them wrest from its 


a 
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heart such magnificont 
treasure. The edition car- 
rying this story and an ad- 
vertisement offering to any 
man wishing to go diamond 
mining a free passage to 
the interior if he would 
serve as a paddier on one 
of our cargo boats, was sold 
out immediately, and a 
large second edition had to 
be printed. ; 
Soon there was an exodus 
by thousands from the plan- 
tations to the jungle. With- 
in two months 15,000 blacks 
had gone up the river. The 


banks of the Mazaruni 
River echoed with their 
happy voices and _ the 


primeval forest resounded 
with their glad cries of dis- 
covery. 

By that time we had a 
fleet of twenty cargo boats, 
and several motor boats. 
They went back and forth 
between Georgetown and 
Bartika, at the mouth of the 
Mazaruni River, and Kama- 
kusa (the Indian name for 
treasure,) as we called our 
station in the interior. Fily- 
ing our house flag, the boats 
made a great impression up- 
on the negroes. There is 
an innate longing in the 
black man for things or- 
nate, gaudy, or pretty, and 
the fleet of boats going 
back and forth, their pen- 
nants streaming out in the 
sunlight against the somber 
shadows of the jungle, was . 
especially appealing. 

Shortly after purchasing 
the diamonds from the ten 

negroes, I started up the 
river again, leaving the 
Georgetown office in charge 
of an American manager, 
and the Bartika depot un- 
der a supervisor who was 
recently a star athlete at 

- Harvard, Two of the 

launches and a dozen boats 

set off up the river together. The negroes 

of the village crowded down to the river's 

edg to watch the power boats pull the 

heavy cargo vessels, in which the paddlers 

sat temporarily idle. The blacks were ex- 

citedly screaming: “Hot dawg, gasoline 
boat! Now we gettin’ civilized!” 

Those who were going up the river in 
boats owned by other traders eyed us un- 
happily. The bright-colored flags, the 
throbbing motors, the glamour of a fleet 
instead of a lonely trip in a_ single boat, 
took hold of their imaginations. Many of 
them were for putting back to Bartika and 
waiting for our boats, but I called to them 
that we had a very long waiting list. Yes, 
the boom was on! 

When we at last arrived in a joyous, 
yelling fleet at the first clearing above the 
rapids, I found that great progress had been 
made by the two college men who had 
been left in charge. It was a testimonial 
to the American spirit. Although these 
two young men had never been outside of 
cities before in their lives, and one of them 
had not been trained in technical subjects, 
they had taken hold of their assignments. 
with such eagerness and vision that when I 
arrived I found the jungle cut down and 
entirely cleared from ten acres of high 
level ground along the river. 

They had supervised the cutting of 
timber, the sawing of logs into boards with 
hand saws, the making of shingles, and 
the later construction of temporary dwell- 
ings out of tar-paper and poles while the 
permanent structures were being prepared. 
The native wood-cutters, shingle-makers, 
carpenters, and sawyers all knew their 
jobs and worked well, but it was quite a 
feat for these two Americans to co-ordinate 
the work in such ag manner that everything 
was under way in so short a time. 

Other crews were dispatched to the up- 
per reaches of the Mazaruni to build small — 
outpost stations in the small creeks. The 
first one was started in the creek called the 
Kurupung, te which seven Chinese and Por- 
tuguese traders had rushed and set up their 
flimsy thatched huts. Our outpost had to be 
built on the only remaining parcel of dry 
land in the creek, a small slice of about 
half an acre, between the other huts. Tai 
Chung, a Chinese trader, was there, and - 
there were six other huts, Going into the

We know, for instance, that peristaltic 
rection or bowel movement is induced by 

oecue contraction and by muscular co- 

ination of the diaphragm, and of the ab- 
domina) and intestinal muscles, 

Hundreds of thousands of women who 
have borne children have been torn and 
lacerated, due to stupid. preparation for de 
livery and to the use of obstetrical forceps 
and instruments. We call this a perineal 
tear. Anatomically the perineum consti- 
tutes the floor of the pelvis or the base of 
a series of muscles which force waste ma- 
terial from the rectum. 

When the doctor uses instruments or 
when a tear occurs because the child's head 
is too large and hard and the tissues in- 
sufficiently elastic, these torn muscles can 
no longer function pnd the result is a bad 
type of constipation. 

Sometimes these lacerations are 80 ex- 
tensive as to constitute a fistula which is 
virtually nothing more than an artificial 

opening into the rectum. Sometimes these 
tears and lacerations may include the rec- 
tum itself; generally they occur with the 
external sphincter or valve muscle govern- 
fing the rectum opening. . 

Whoever says that this type of constipa- 

tion can be overcome by diet, by manipula- 
tion, by hydrotherapy, or by any other 
means than a surgical correction, knows 
he speaks. 
‘ e only solution for constipation due to 
‘perineal or pelvic tears is a minor opera- 
tion, generally called, in layman’s language, 
a “repair job.” 

Very frequently we have a _ condition 
where chronic constipation causes rectal 
weakness to such an extent that the liga- 
ments of the rectum fail to keep in place. 
Then when there is straining at stool the 
rectum protrudes, In turn, rectal protru- 
sion increases constipation. 

if rectal protrusion is due to injury or to 
accident, naught but surgery can be effec- 
tive, If, however, ft is due to chronic weak- 
ness of the supporting ligaments and struc-‘ 
tures, a corrective regime of diet, hygiene, 
exercise, hydrotherapy and manipulation 
will overcome this type of constipation. 

If the rectal tissue be normal, if the diet 
be laxative, if the habits of the patient be 
active instead of sedentary, if the muscle 
force be ample, if no drugs have been used 
and no resultant paralysis be present, there 

still be a type of constipation which is 
frequently deceiving and which (except to 
the osteopath or chiropractor) is difficult 
to diagnose. 
ope’ is constipation due to the pressure 
e nerves at the spinal openings. Gen- 
erally some undue contraction, perhaps a 
fall, perhaps an injury or a sudden stress 
or strain, will shift a vertebrae or spinal 
bone to one side or another. The pressure 
that results upon the nerves is sufficient to 
prevent a good part of the nerve energy 
from going to the point where it is needed. 

The nerves that supply the lower intes- 
tine come out in the “small of the back” and 
in many cases that “kink” you have in the 
“small of the back” may be the cause of 
your constipation. 

This is purely a mechanical defect. You 
can make all the corrections in diet you like 
and you cannot overcome it, for nothing but 
the osteopathic or chiropractic correction 
of the slightly dislocated vertebrae will re- 
lease the pressure on the nerve by the bone. 

Then, exercise and proper diet will make 
the correction permanent, but the mechani- 
cal’ correction must be made first. 

Another type of constipation is what I 
term the emotional phase. The highly neu- 
rotic, voluble, emotional, effusive type of 
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tion—the securing of a poise and equanimi- 
ty, a balance and control over the emotions 
which will not permit of this profuse dis- 
sipation of emotional energy. 

Thus far I have laid the foundation stone 
for popular understanding of the problem 
of constfpation. In future issues there will 
be presented some of the popular methode 
of overcoming it, including the common fal 
lacies and popular usage of laxatives. *

E DO not sufficiently define our terms. 

When France is accused of being im- 
perialistic, the suggestion apparently is 
that she wishes to extend her dominions in 
Europe.

The Old Canton 


T IS now many years since I first came 
to Canton. The city -was then the sdme 
as it had been for centuries. It was strict- 
ly Chinese, the only foreign feature being 
confined to the little island of Shameen in 
the river that contains.the British, the 
French, and other concessions. On the 
mainland such a thing as a motorcar could 
not have been used, and all the trips I made 
through the city were either on foot or in 
chairs carried by sweating, half-naked cool- 
les. We shall cover the same ground today 
in an automobile supplied by the Mayor. 
‘ But to understand the changes we must 


- first have a bird’s-eye view of the Canton 


of the past. We shall look at it through 
the film registered on the eye of my mind 
twenty-odd years ago. 

Imagine a mighty beehive of humanity 


‘covering 10,000 acres. Let it spread out for 


three miles from the banks of a muddy, 
yellow river, teeming with shipping, and let 
it be cut up here and there by canals. Let 


streets so narrow that as you go through 


in your sedan chair you aré crowded against 
the walls when another passenger rides by. 
You observe that the wheelbarrows which 
form the motor trucks and carry the freight 
must stop at the corners to let others pass 


| and that the great loads borne along on the 


shoulders of men and women force everyone 


‘back to the walls. The streets are so nar-

row that you can stand in the center and 
feach both walls with your hands. 

As you look down you see that the pave- 
ments are flagstones worn smooth by the 
tramping of millions of barefooted celestials 
throughout the ages; and as you look up 
you notice that the highways are roofed 
with straw matting to shut out the tropical 
sun. 

As your eye runs up and down the streets 
you see that they are walled with thousands 
of cells, each of which has a gorgeaus sign 
of red, blue, or gold hanging down at its 
side, and within the cells are almond-eyed, 
yellow-skinned merchants who are making 
aud selling goods of many descriptions. Ev- 
ery one of the cells is a store or a factory, 
and the whole seems a mighty museum filled 
with the treasures of the Indfes and with 
the curious merchandise msed by these 
yellow-skinned people of the other side of 
the world. To show the full reel of the 
scehes in these streets would take a whole 
evening. 


The Walls and Temples 


S I look back again another series of 

pictures comes into view. One is a 
mighty wall forty feet wide and perhaps 
thirty feet high, a huge ring of stone and 
brick six miles in circumference, dropped 
down, as it were, into the honeycomb of 
the beehive. This is the wall of the old 
city which was built about 1000 A. D., six 
centuries before there was a blockhouse on 
the North American continent to defend our 
pioneers from the Indians. The wall was to 


defend Canton from the hordes of invaders 


who again and again tried to loot its vast 
riches. It served well for generations, but 
the Tartars came again and again, and less 
than three centuries ago the Manchu armies 
were victorious. They subdued all China, 
putting their garrisons into every city and 
district. They then quart<cred an army 
here, which lived on the city until some 
twelve years ago when the Manchu dynasty 


- Was overthrown and the Chinese republic 


‘was founded. 

My memory records the great Yamens of 
the officials of the past, the tens of thou- 
sands of cells of examination halls, and the 
Buddhist temples large and small then found 
in every part of the city. At that time 
Canton had grown far outside the walls. It 
was crowding the river and the buildings 
ran to the multitudinous graves on the hills. 
The beehive was almost compact, save for

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ADMIT at the outset that 1 know noth- 

ing direct, personal, or immediate about 

business. I have never been in it. If I 

were told tomorrow to go out and make 
$100,000 I should scarcely know how to do it. 

If anybody showed me a man on the 
+ streets and told me to sell, him a 
6 cent bond I shouldn't know how to 
“approach” him; or how to hold his inter- 
est; or how to make him forget his trou- 
bles; or how to clinch him; or strike him 
to earth at the final moment. 


As to borrowing money—which is one of 
the great essentials of business—I simply 
couldn’t do it. As soon as_I got across the 
steps of the bank I should be afraid they 
would throw me out. I know, of course, 
from reading about it that this is mere sil- 
liness. All you have to do is to invite the 
president out to lunch and tell him that you 
want half a million dollars to float a big 
proposition. The president, so I gather, will 
‘be simply wild to lend you the money. 

. All this I pick up from the conversation 
which I overhear at my club from men who 
float things. But.I couldn’t do it myself; 
there’s an art in it; to borrow money, big 
money, you have to wear your clothes in a 


certain way, walk in a certain way, and, 


have about you an air of solemnity and 
majesty—something like the atmosphere of 
a Gothic cathedral. 


If I Borrowed a Half Million 


MALL men like me and you, my dear 

reader, especially you, can’t do it. We 
feel mean about it; and when we get the 
money, even if it is only $10, we give our- 
selves away at once by wanting to hustle off 
with it too fast.

There must be a tre- 
mendous fascination about it, to be in this 
kind of really Big Business; to sit at a desk 
and feel one’s great brain slowly revolving 
on its axis; to know that one’s capacious 
mind was’ majestically turning round and 
round, and to observe one’s ponderous in- 
tellect moving irresistibly up and down. 

We cannot wonder, when we reflect on 
this, that.all the world nowadays is drawn 
by the fascination of business. It is not the 
money that people want: I will acquit hu- 
manity of that. Few people care for money 
for its own sake; it is the thought of what 
can be done with-the money.

Dressed in a 
becoming way, he must circulate outside his 
prospect’s premises, occasionally taking a 
peep at him through the window and per- 
haps imitating the song of a bird or the 
gentle cooing of a dove. 


Pleased with the soft note of the bird’s 
song, the prospect will presently be seen to 
relax into-a smile. Now is the moment for 
the salesman to act. He enters the place 
boldly and says with a winning frankness,
